Farm Advisor Warns Food 
Will Cost Much More And 
Be Hard To Get This Year. 


"We’d better a^l keep in mind 
the fact that food will cost much 
more and 'be much harder to get 
this year," warned A, F. Gillette, 
Los Angeles County farm advisor 
at the outset of an address on 
the subject of Victory Gardens 
before the Sierra Madre Garden 
Club at the Masonic Temple 
Monday evening. 

Evidencing the fact that Sierra 
Madreans are tremendously inter¬ 
ested in the food supply and the 
necessity of helping to meet the 
shortage of health-.giving fresh 
vegetables ,an announcement that 
the dinner meeting would be de¬ 
voted to the subject of Victory 
Gardens brought out by far the 
lergest attendance the Garden 
Club has ever had at any of its 
gatherings. 

"Sierra Madre is an ideal 
spot for the growing of vege¬ 
tables,” said Gillette, “and has I 
nginy advantages ... it is prac- 
*ly 'fCost free, the lots are 
iiSiderably larger than tire 
average city lot, and many Siarra 
Madreans are acquainted with the 
soil, so that home gardeners 
should have little or no difficulty 
raising vegetables.” 

He warned his audecnie to 
avoid some common errors if 
good results are to be obtained. 
A few he named are poor pre¬ 
paration of the soil for the seed 
beds, too deep planting, lack of 
protection against birds, over-ir¬ 
rigation and too little sunshine 
for the leafy vegetables. 

"In preparation of the soil,” 
counseled Mr. Gillette, "use or¬ 
ganic matter . _ . poultry and 
barnyard manure are excellent. 
Use nitrogen, and, by all means, 
comp.ict and convenient. 

"Having prepared the ground 
with proper fertilizer, be .sure it 
is well broken down eind fine 
before planting. Plant seeds about 
one half inch deep, as too deep 
planting is wasteful. Protect the 
young shoots against the depre¬ 
ciations of birds by placing muslin 
or burlap on sticks a little above 
them. This will aid, also, in re¬ 
taining moisture. Water enough 
but not too much. At this tone 
of the year it is well to plant in 

• '^ed beds. This facilitates irrl- 
ng which is better than 
sprinklnng. If it is necessary to 
thin out the crop, transplant 
uprooted plants, where possible, 
rather than simply discard the 
buy young plants, rather than 
experiment and perhaps waste 
valuable seed." 

The value of planting vege¬ 
tables rich in vitamin con¬ 
tent was empha.sized. the green 
and yellow vegetables in particu¬ 
lar. 'Obtain good seed and the 
varieties most likely to succeed 
in this community,’ recommended 
the speaker. "Loase leafi'd lettuce 
is easier to grow tluin the head 
type, the Simp.son being a good 
variety. Swi.ss chard is an excel¬ 
lent food and .sati.sfactory to 
grow. Cook the stalks separately 
and a little longer than the leaves 
and serve like asparagus and you 
will find it delicious as well as 
nutritious. 

"By all means plant com, es¬ 
pecially the ye^w variety. I 
suggest both Golden Cross and 
Golden Bantam, the former parti¬ 
cularly. Plant In .several row« in 
cMer to facilitate cross-pollina¬ 
tion. The planting of both vari¬ 
eties at the .same time will as- 

€ the grower of a longer last- 
sjpply as the golden bantam 
be ready for gathering 
earlier than the other. The 
tomato best .suited to this local¬ 
ity is the Pearson, while the 
Earliana is another exceWent 
variety.” 

Asked ajbout the best varleity 
of strawberry, Mr. Gillette men¬ 
tioned the Rock Hill as being 
very choice while the Klondike l.s 
a heavy bearer. He .stated that 
it is not necessary to have a 
great deal of ground in order to 
provide vegetables for the aver¬ 
age family. The rotating of crops 
In a relatively small area will im¬ 
prove the supply. 

"Plant at frequent intervals.” 
he said, "and you will have 
vegetables all the year. In Cali¬ 
fornia, particularly in this sec¬ 
tion of the state, there should be 
no difficulty In raising all the 
vegetables you want in your Vic¬ 
tory Cardens.” 

In conclu-slon Mr. Gillette advised 
planting of permenent crops, such 
as asparagus, rhubarb, artichokes, 
and berries at one side of the 
garden where they will not Inter- 


You Put Out Now 

Some householders have appar¬ 
ently forgotten ; perhaps others 
are not informed about an ordi¬ 
nance adopted by the city coun¬ 
cil la.st October. It limited the 
amount of trimmings and rubbish 
that the city would pick up and 
haul away from any residence at 
any one time, to two cubic feet. 

Flagrant violations of the ordi¬ 
nance have been mostly over¬ 
looked until now, according to 
Street Superintendent Joe Swan¬ 
son, and now while the force of the 
street department is at its lowest 
ebb beoiuse Of the war and the 
small remaining force is busily 
engaged in removing traces of 
the recent storm, the ordinance 
is to be rigidly enforced, it was 
announced yesterday. 

This means that if you put out 
more than two cubic feet of tra-sh 
on the days designated for col¬ 
lections on your street, the city 
trucks will pass it by. Then will 
come a summons from the police 
department for your failure to 
remove the stuff in the required 
time. And eventually you''ll have 
to hire a truck to haul it away 
- -at your own expense, besides 
paying the fine.

until 9 p.m. The place, of course, 
is the grammar school. 

Supt. Smith is recruiting a 
large force of registrars so that 
citizens will not have to wait In 
line and so that the registrars 
wi'.l niot be obliged to work long 
shifts. Members of the school I 
teaching staff will work on ' 
Washington’s birthday, on the 
final registration day and after 
school hours in the late after¬ 
noons. Many of the prominent 
women who served on previous 
registrations have volunteered 
their services again. Including 
many members of the F>TA. 

Mr. Smith has prepared a leaf¬ 
let for the guidance of registrars 
compiled from instructions for 
the registration issued by OPA. 
Among other things it says that 
every holder Of Ration Book No. 

1 13 eligible to register unless he 
is confined in a prison or institu- 
ton or is in the armed forces. 
But registrars shall not issue 
Book 2 unless the citizen turns 
in a properly flUed out consumer 
declaration form stating the 
amount of rationed foods he ha-s 
on hand at the time of registra¬ 
tion. 

One adult member of a family 
should apply for all members of 
a family except where on* or 
more members will be absent 
from home (for more than 30 days 
and only one form is to be filed 
for o.ich family unit. A person 
not a member of a "family unit 
should apply ft>r himself. Person.s 
not able to appear for registra¬ 
tion during the registration per¬ 
iod may designate an adult per¬ 
son to register for him. Ftnal 
paragraph of the leaflet deals 
with the declaration of food on 
hand at the time of registration.

The remainder, or 
$80,000,000, will go to the Nation¬ 
al organization, which however, 
required one hundred million dol¬ 
lars to finance its national and 
international program. The dif¬ 
ference will be met by a balance 
of $20,000,000 from the first War 
Fund which will be applied to 
the 1943 budget.” 

More than 05 per cent of the 
amount required by the National 
organization has been budgeted 
for direct national services to the 
armed forces, Mr. Schafer said.
